but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a lime 
prior to conception by the other.

Any ? uch certification shall be mnde by the 
foreign intellectual property authority in which the Ibreign application was filed and show ihe 
date of the application and of the filing of the specification and other papers.
